There were 859,000 
deaths in all during service, while tens of 
thousands dicd of the effects of service im- 
mediately after discharge. There were 
also 250,000 men wounded so severely as to 
be sent toa general hospital for treatment, 
and there were 6,000,000 cases of disease 
treated inthe hospitals. If half of the men 
in the whole army entered the hospital, 
every one a victim. to six diseases during 
his confinement there, it would not be sur- 
rising., The war was a long one, and the 
Pitan soldiers were wholly unprepared by 
/Dature to endure the exposure to southern 
jelimes. Of the victims sent to hospitals 
about 240,000 died, and it is reasonable to 
suppose that at least as many more were 
pbrought almost to t..c point of death by 
disease, and that they left the service 
marked for life. Of those hit in battle 
there were more than twice as many re- 
coveries as deaths reported, and no doubt 
it would be fair to estimate the very dan- 
gerously sick who recovered at 400,000 
men. There were over 180,000 men re- 
ported missing or captured., Of course 
those known to have died are included in 
this report. They numbered 80,000 among 
the prisoners, leaving 150,000 survivors, 
most of Whom brought back from captivity 
the evil effects of confinement and priva- 
tion. Taking the four classes of casualties 
to which eyery individual was exposed, 
there were over a million, as follows:

In the 800 Union regi- 
ments whose records are given minutely in 
Colonel Fox’s work, ‘‘ Regimental Losses,’’ 
the showing of casualties is greater than 1 
to 2, taking the deaths, wounds and the 
dangerous cases recovered on the above 
plan.’ Hach of these regiments lost 100 
men or more by death on _ the field of “bat- 
tle. For the purposes of this argument 
they are but t¥pical. While there were 
many hundreds of regiments in the Union 
army where the loss of life in killed was 
less than 100 in each, yet the service ptr- 
formed was oiie of exposure equal to any 
and the execution in battle and elsewhere 
as important.

The twenty ninth annual encampment 
of the Grand Army of the Republic at 
Louisville, Sept. 9 to 14, will be an 
event of unusual interest. The reunion 
will take place in, the ‘leading city of a 
border state, whose people were in both 
armies, and the whole nation, north and 
south alike, ean but rejoice at-this op! 
portunity for former antagonists to shake 
the fraternal hand. : 

For a nation of busy people the Amer- 
icans deyote a syrprising-amount of at- 
tention to awar that ended 30 years 
ago. Inthe minds of the unfortunate 
few, who are not alive with patriotic 
feblings and instincts this may appear 
childish. Men in whom emotion is 
wanting or is under full ‘control would 
wish to see others as calm and plhilo- 
sophical as they themselves aim to be. 
But this sentiment of veneration seems 
to have a rational basis, and even in 
this new world can scarcely be said to 
be farfetched or overdone. Both in the 
classic and popular form of sgng and 
story the deeds of martial heroes have 
been celebrated since the dawn of liter- 
ature. Poems and dramas having war for 
their themes take deepest hold upon the 
mind and heart. 

Remove the war ¢lement from history, 
and who Would read it? The fact is that 
the American civil war was one of - the 
great, of the very, very few great, wars 
of modern times, It came upon the 
country us a new experiénce. It was be- 
lieved that it would be ‘short and trivi-. 
al; it developed into one of the fiercest 
and bloodiest-of the era, so that men 
made haste to forget it when it was 
over. But it involved the whole coun- 
try, interested the entire population and 
shook society froni'the foundation up; 
hence-memories of it are hereditary, and 
interest in it cannot die out until the 
great event is overshadowed by one still 
greater. On. the battlefield enough 
men were shot dead to furnish the whole 
male population of some of the chief 
Cities and of some old and populous 
states.. The treasure expended would 
buy out two of the richest states in the 
Union today, and the lives lost in the 
war, including deaths from all cuuses, 
would furnish the entire male popula- 
tion of the greatest city in the land to- 
day. hts 

Great Armies of History. 

Francé has been the one famous fight- 
ing nation of the century. Her wars 
have filled the annals of European peo- 
ples with themes for the brightest pens, 
with pictures that challenge those of 
classic ages as subjects for the artist to

Take-Napoleon from the stage of th 
world betWeen. 1800 and 1815 and what 
remains? In those 15. years of war 
France Jost 2,000,000 men. The north 
alone - lost equally in proportion from 
1861 to 1865.

Boston, Sept, 18.—The butter market is 
firm and faifly active for fine fresh-made 
creamery in small packages, but easy and 
slow on other grades. Fresh feceipts from 
New York, New Hampshire and Vermont, 
in boxes and small tubs, are kept sold up 
at pretty full prices, but lota in large 
tubs show some accumulation. 

Only a few fancy makes of western 
creamery are sold as fast as they arrive. 
The bulk of the western butter sells 
slowly. | ‘ 

The situation’on the whole is ‘unsatis- 
factory. The time has arrived when 2 
or 3 cents advance should be obtained. 

Cheese. : 

The cheese market continues dull and 
unsatisfactory. Demand is light, and 
mainly for fancy twins, which will rule 
at 8!4 to 8% cents. Large single cheese is 
slow at 8 cents, and forced sales would not 
realize one ie cents. 

There is little or no demand from Eng- 
land, and unless an outlet can be found it 
will be difficult to get higher prices. Re- 
ceipts continue to run light, and overstock 
is small, but fully enough for the demand.
